"Washington. Auer. 9.—Revised reg- 
ulations to govern 
physical 
examin- 
ation of men registered under the se- 
lective draft were issued today by Sur- 
geon General Gorgas of the army, and 
communicated to the governcjrs of the 
states for information of local boards. 


The changes deal for the most part 
with questions of proportionate weight 
and height but may result in the re- 
call of some men rejected heretofore 
on physical grounds. 


The new regulations grant a 
new 
weight allowance from 
five 
to 
six 
pounds 
for men 
between 
sixty-four 
and sixty-seven inches in height; sev- 
en to eight pounds between sixty-sev- 
en and sixty-nine inches; nine to ten 
pounds between seventy and sevent.v- 
four inches, and twelve pounds abovs 
seventy-five inches. 
The effect of the 
Instructions 
is 
to 
reduce 
the nor- 
mal weight requirements for tall men.

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F O O D B I L L I S PASSÏUP. 


With executive signature, which will not 
long be waiting, the food control bill just 
passed by congress will become law. In many 
respects it is one of the most drastic laws ever 
enacted by the congress of the United States 
and confers on the president sweeping powers 
that in time of peace would not be thought of. 
It is a measure of war pure and simple and is 
designed to strengthen the nation for the gre&t 
conflict in which it is now engaged and for 
Shears may be engaged. It is purposed to give 
assurauQe that this country shall have an 
abundance of food and fuel and that this 
•country's allies shall be sustained by all the 
help we can give them to keep their armies 
and their workers decently fed while we fight 
by their side, while to these parairiount ob- 
jects is joined the further intent that rapa- 
cious interests in this country shall not seize 
upon the nation's stress in war and grow fat 
in purse at unjust expense of the people. 


Fundamentally the food control law is a 
vital part of the whole prodigious program 
for^^^mplete. mobilization of the nation for 
war. If America is to make herself count 
fully in the purpose to make the world s^fe 
for:demoeracy she cannot do less than her al- 
licfirthave clone and are doing to put all their 
lesourocs into the coiifiict. This cannot be 
(ioiic on our part any more tlian it has beeji 
done on tlieir part oxccpt as we shall tuin 
over to the funclioii.s of government extraor- 
dinary authority and power to do things that 
are without precedent. It is in admission of 
and compliance with this necessity that the 
food control bill has been enacted. It will be 
understood that to be effective a law of this 
kin^_must^ confer broad arbitrary powers, 
musFJIe flexible as to its scope and practices 
and'^must be exercised by single executive au- 
thoirity. Thftt is the reason its execution is 
placed in the hands of the president and that 
is the reason the president stood out so strong- 
ly against the senate's attempt to withhold 
certain essential executive powers and its 
other attempt to create a food board instead 
of providing for a single food director. No 
one can say just how far the government may 
be compelled to go in applying arbitrary poM'- 
er to the food situation, but to whatever 
leng^th it may be found necessary to go to get 
the results sought there should be the author- 
ity to go. That authority is in the enactment. 
There need be no fear that the president will 
endanger popular liberty or wrench our con- 
stitutional freedom. Nor need there be any 
doubt that he will make the new law effectual 
to the purposes that have dictated its enact- 
ment. There will be food control in the land 
Mid the piratical interests that get in the way 
will auger, No question need be raised as to 


f i a t . 


To cdritrol food and to regulate prices with 
justice are, however, but parts of the law. In- 
crease of production and conservation aro 
purposes embodied in the act and out of these 
provisions will come beneficent results that 
will long outlive the war. We need to apply 
ourselves to practices of economy and con- 
servation just as we need to teach ourselves 
the ways of increasing our food supplies. Onl 
of the necessities put upon us by the national 
crisis of=war we shall learn many things that 
we might else have been long in learning or 
»ever have learned. Waste of one sort and 
another—of substance, of effort, of opportun- 
itjr, of ti^me and above all of natural resources 
—has been the national sin of America. Per- 
haps aftpr two or three years of war and its 
inexorable restrictions we shall know better 
ho^ni to use and husband and appreciate the 
God-giveri bounty that for a century and more 
we jiaye |j|en dissipating as though there 
nevlr cc^^ld be an end of our resources. 


ise of regulated prices is the signal thai econi« 
omy and conservation, are to be abandoned- 


Food regulation has precisely the contrary 
purpose, While it is true that one of the ben-r 
efits expected to come out of it is »aintenance 
of price levels Tsrithin reach of all it is not ex- 
pected that because food can be purchased 
niorp cheaply it shall be used more extrftva- 
gantly, carelessly or wastefuUy. 


The food control law has for its prime ob- 
ject that there shall be plenty of food for 011?'' 
selves and more food for our allies, Jt is us 
distijictly a measure of war as tbe oanscrjp- 
tion measure; as essentially a measure of pre- 
paredness as the sale of Liberty Bonds. Keep 
that much in^'mind when you contemplate the 
control of food by the government of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Individual waste and extravagance are just 
as flagrant and reprehensible, just as foolish 
and unpatriotic as the extortions practiced by 
speculators ánd gamblers in food. The gov- 
ernment is trying to reach the extortioners 
that they may be prevented from outraging 
the people. The government will not hesitate 
to rigorously interdict extravagance and 
waste that the people may be prevented from 
outraging themselves. With a general practice 
of reasonable conservation and economy 
there will come no need that the government 
should take hold of all food supplies and dole 
out the daily portion of each inhabitar^t as is 
the case in Oermany. Indeed, there will be 
no necessity that the goyemment should in- 
tervene directly in the domestic eeonomifis of 
the American household at all during the war. 


What is expected is that the people of 
America will heartily co-operate with the gov- 
ernment to make the food control law of the 
largest effect to insure abundance for us and 
for the peoples that must in great part look 
to us for food. With practice of rational con- 
servation and of reasonable economy the peo- 
ple of America will be able to go through the 
war without suffering any real deprivations, 
That is what the food control bill is mutant to 
bring about. 


Waste and extravagance will be the surest 
way to bread cards, meat tickets and the max- 
imiun ration. We do not want that sort of 
regulation and there is up need that we should 
have it. 


On its passage in the senate the food bill 
received 66 votes and against it there were 
cast 7 votes. Yet with a sentiment like this 
for the measure it was possible for the same 
''little group of wilful men," reinforced by 
one or two unimportant additions to make up 
for losses by withdrawal of some of the or- 
iginal band, to hold this legislation up for 
weeks. There were some intervening issues, 
like prohibition, that contributed to delay, 
but the fact is patent that the retarding of 
the food control measure was due in part to a 
purpose to kill it if possible and in part to give 
the gambling interests as much time as pos- 
sible to work their Avill before the law could 
become effective against them. It is an im- 
pressive lesson and it ought to be well conned 
by the people of the United States. The coun- 
try has been deprived for six or eight weeks 
of a measure of law that is deemed necessary 
to the nation's defense in war that is now en- 
gaging it.

Along the shore of Lake Michigan, 
north of Chicago, there are beautiful 
suburbs that stretch twenty miles or 
more, affording quiet dwelling places 
for people who draw upon the great 
city for their sustenance. 
Recently 
there has been agitation for a curfew 
law applicable to all these separate 
villages and municipalities, the pur- 
pose being to compel girls under 18 
years of ago to rem.iin oit the streets 
after 9 o'clock at night. 


The state's attorney of Cook county 
joins with others in the cpinlon that 
permitting young girls to run about 
at all hours of the night constitutes 
a menace to society and is a prac- 
tice that is responsible for crime and 
for sorrow. 
It is a discouraging fact 
that the regulation of the habits of 
young girls cannot in any crowded 
community safely be left to their par- 
ents. 
There are fathers and mothers 
who are capable of taking proper care 
of their daughters; but many others 
are incapable, either because of care- 
lessness or because of their own moral 
shortcomings, and the result is an in- 
creasing tendency on the part of young 
girls to rush unattended into dangers 
from which they should be protected. 
The suburbs of Chicago are not alone 
in their need of curfew regulations.

(Staff Correspondent of The Sentinel.) 
(Passed by British Naval Censor.) 
London, Aug. 3.—I have just spent 
a day in the nursery of the British 
navy. 


In these days of U-boat savagery the 
heroism of British seamen daily de- 
fying the torpedo has won universal 
admiration. 


The good ship Exmouth is one of a 
score and more of trainipg ships belt- 
ing the British isles, where thousands 
of mere boys are being turned into 
these heroic seamen. 


There are approximately two dozen 
training ships in various British rivers 
and harbors, a few under the ad- 
miralty, but most managed by local 
committees. 
The captain of each is 
a member of the royal navy. 


Approximately 10,000 boys can be 
kept in training all the time. 
One 
naval officer with whom I talked esti- 
mated the total number now being 
schooled at over 15,000. 


Anchored down the Thames a few 
miles below London is the Exmouth, 
a typical training ship. I spent a day 
on board her, to see the life led by 
these lads. 


A small boat manned by youngsters, 
of an age at which most American 
boys are playing marbles, took me 
to the Exmouth. 
On board were 500 
boys who live there month in and 
mpnth out. 


The lads came aboard at the age 
of 9 or 10. They are in many cases 
orphans, or 
from destitute 
homes. 
Their first lessons are in swimming, 
and handling their kit. 
Each new- 
comer is given an older boy for a 
guardian—his "dosser," they call him 
—held responsible for the new boy's 
early progress in his lessons. 


The boys are carried In class rooms 
on board clear up to forms of higher 
mathematics our grammar school pu- 
pils never reach. 


And side by side with this schooling

While I wandered about the vessel 
one group of mere children was heav- 
ing the lead, another was engaged In 
wireless lessons, a third 
crowd was 
bent over rope lessons, a fourth was 
reading the semaphore, 
and others 
were In the uniform 
of bandsmen, 
practicing. 
Many 
of these 
young 
musicians will be playing on one of 
his majesty's 
fighting 
ships 
before 
many weeks.

gotten, have you?" said Joe. 


"No," answered Uncle Harry, very 


about Germany's losses. Since the be- 
ginning of the war Germany's total 
casualties have been more than 4,500,- 
000 and of that number a little over 
1,000,000 are 
dead. 
That's a little 
more than one-fifth of tne total casu- 


varlous diseases. 
Ti,.. deaths from 
these causes in all parts of Europe

tremendous—appalling. 
And we mustn't forget the thousands 
and thousands—some reports say as 
high as 500,000—^Armenians who were 
massacred by the Turks in the early 
part of 1915.

Uncle Harry "In fact it will be some 
time after peace is declared before the 
world will know just how many men 
have been killed and wounded and how 
many have died from disease. 
But I 
can give you some figures which are 
fairly co^nplete. 
Up to the first of 
July-—and that means practically the 
three years of the war—more than 
1,000,000 German soldiers alone have 
been killed 
Do you realize what that, 
means? 
Let me show you. 
There 
weren't three-quarters of that num- 
ber of men killed on both sides during 
the entire four years of the civil war. 
In other words, one country in the 
present war has already, In three years, 
lost a third more men than were lost 
by the north and south during iour 
years." 


"Have you any idea what the loi^ses 
of all the countries hava been fdnce 
the war started?" asked Jimmy 


"Yes, I can give you an idea," said 
Uncle Harry, "and even 
the lowest 
/estimate is frightful when we bear In 
mind that we are speaking of human 
beings^—men, and mostly young men 
at that—and not dollars, or boats or 
houses or something other than hu- 
man lives.

battle of Verdun, which lasted about 
i five months, the French losses were 
' more than 300,000 and the German 
I losses were more than 600,000; the 
German, army was making the attack 
and was, therefore, the greater loser.- 
In the battle of the Somme, which 
started a few weeks after 
Verdun 
ended, and in which the British made 
the attack, the British losses, accord- 
ing to their official reports, were more 
than 520,000." 


"I guess there never has been a war 
in which so many 
were killed and 
woupded, has there?" said Helen. 


"Never," said Uncle Harry. 
"For 
instance, 
there 
was the 
Russian- 
Japanese war in 1905, in which the 
total losses at the famous 
battle of 
Mukden were 140,000; and the siege 
and batUa of Port Arthur in which 
the total losses were 86,000. 
Compare 
these figures with tl^e losses at Ver- 
dun and the Somme. and you'll see 
how even a modern war like the Rus- 
sian-Japanese war contpares with the 
world war. And to think that In the 
Spanish-American war the Americans 
lost only 279 killed and 1,465 wounded, 
and Spain lost 2,199 killed and 2,948 
wounded—a total of 6,891.

Does baby want a "good" bottle? 
Baby doe.s, for 
out 
of 
hi.s bottle 
:ome all the "good" thing.s he knows 
—milk, water, 
prune 
juice, 
oranjje 
•uice and sometimes soup. 


Baby knows his bottle for his best 
friend, but often he ought to regard it 
with suspicion. 
It 
may 
prove 
his 
worst enemy. 
From 
it he may get 
summer - complaint, 
colic, 
hiccough, 
dysentery or typhoid fever. 


Baby should have as many nursing 
bottles as feedings in one day, and a 
nipple for each bottle. 


As soon as baby has finished nurs- 
ing, the bottle should be rinsed sev- 
eral timé« with cold water and left > 
•tending 
with cold w«t«r until 


all the bottle.s for one day's feeding 
have been used. 
Then they should be 
.scrubbed with hot .soapsuds, using a 
bottle brush over every pa.rt of the in- 
side. 
Aftei- a 
thorough 
rinsing 
in 
several waters, they should be put into 
a large clean kettle over the fire and 
boiled-for 15 minutes. 


Nipples require special care. 
Im- 
mediately after using remove the nip- 
ple from the bottle and rinse with cold 
or warm, but not hot, water. 
Rub the 
outside with a little common salt to 
remove the milk, turn the nipple in- 
side out. rinse, 
and rub with salt; 
rinse again and boil five minutes. Place 
in a dry glass'Jar which has been boil- 
ed and screw the cover on tight.

Cereals as Wheat 


Flour Substitutes 


(By MABEL K. CORBOUIiD.) 


(Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment 
Sta- 
tion.) 


Baking tests have been made re- 
cently at the experiment station 
to 
see to what extent 
the products of 
cereals like oats, corn and buckwheat 
may be used in bread making to re- 
place wheat flour. 
These cereals lack 
the gluten tenacity necessary to hold 
any gas in the dough, to make a loaf 
porous 
and well 
raised. 
A highly 
palatable loaf, however, may be made 
by blending the products of these ce- 
reals with wheat 
flour; 
consequently 
they 
may 
be 
termed 
wheat-flour 
savers. 


Valuable bread substitutes may also 
be made by the addition of eggs and 
milk to make griddle 
cakes, spoon- 
bread, sour 
milk cakes, 
gems and 
muffins, besides nutritious 
breakfast 
foods, 
as 
oatmeal 
porridge, 
corn 
mush, etc. 


Use of Rolled Oats. 


The proportion of 
rolled oats to 
wheat flour should not be more than 
half and half and not less than one- 
third rolled oats to two-thirds wheat 
flour. 
The rolled oats are mixed with 
boiling water and cooled until luke- 
warm; then the yeast mixture is ad- 
ded and this is treated as a sponge; 
the rest of the proqess is as in any 
other bread making. 


Use of Commeal. 


Cornnieal 
bread, 
Johnnycake 
and 
griddle cakes or muffins made from 
corn make valuable wheat-flour sub- 
stitutes. 
Recipes for making 
them 
are well known. 


Use of Buckwhoat. 


Buckwheat 
flour 
mixed half 
and 
half with wheat flour must be mixed 
fairly soft, with more salt than 
in 
white bread, 
and put 
immediately 
into the greased pan in which it is to 
be baked. 
When the dough becomes 
light it is ready to bake in a hot oven 
that is allowed to cool gradually after 
the first ten minutes. 
This bread com- 
pares favorably with whole wheat or 
graham bread. 
When the proportion 
of buckwheat flour to wheat flour is 
reduced to one-third or less, a larger 
loaf Is obtainable at the expense of the 
flavor. 


Buckwheat griddle 
cakes are 
a 
staple dish. 
Why can we not make 
"buckcake" as johnnycake 
is mad«, 
substituting buckwheat flour or corn- 
meal? 


Economy fn Suhstltnt««. 


Rolled oats are at present cheaper 
than w^heat flour and are recommended 
for their high food value. 


Corn can be stored and kept almost 
indefinitely. 
It may be used as an 
economical substitute for wheat when 
the latter is abominably high in price. 


Buckwheat at present is not a cheap 
substitute for wheat 
flour.

Filled With Ri^ht Sph^t. 


Face to face with the great advent- 
t i r e all thoughts of self are things of 
t h e past. 
There is only the thought 
of home and the hope in the soldier's 
breast that what he is about to do la 
understood 
and 
appreciated 
there. 
This spirit already pervades the young 
American army. 


Under the best circumstance« 
the 
training of soldiers in the ever chang- 
ing methods of m o d e m w a r f a r e is a 
labor 
requiring 
months 
of 
patient, 
painstaking effort. 
A thousand of the 
most valiant 
and 
valuable 
in the 
British army, for Instance, did not put 
w, foot in France until after they had 
had a whole year of training a t home. 


On the other hand Germany called 
•up boys of 17 years at the beginning 
of last September and sent m a n y of 
t h e m into the trenches after only six 
weeks of infantry training, chiefly in 
m a r c h i n g and close order drill. 
This 
was possible because these boys were 
merely distributed a m o n g old, season- 
ed troops—stop-gaps in the ranks of 
decimated divisions. 


Six months is nearer the ideal train- 
ing period, but this rule applies 
to 
armies which have been fighting three 
years and have all the machinery es- 
tablished through which the men are 
passed smoothly and unendingly 
to- 
ward the front. 


A Staggering Task. 


The building of this machinery—the 
great engine of war which works be- 
hind the lines—is the staggering task 
Jiow being dealt with. 
It is a task in 
a way greater than any thing France 
o r England has been called upon to 
/flo, for America's problems are those 
of France and Great Britain 
multi- 
plied by 8,000 miles of Atlantic ocean. 


The a r m y that is here realizes all 
these difficulties, but It also has an 
unshakable faith in American genius 
f o r accomplishment 
and 
above all 
others, in the American will. 
The way 
to the trenches is long and hard. 
The 
daily drills and tasks necessarily are 
m u c h the same thing over and over 
again, all of which means a dearth of 
real news just now. 
But the soldiers 
a r e anxious that the folks at 
home 
should know that the absence of news 
does not mean absence of work. 
Nor 
can the value of each day's training be 
actually told until the American sol- 
dier at last stands out as the 
finished 
product. 
It is not known how much 
longer the French instructional divi- 
tion will remain with the Americans. 
T h e latter are proving so apt and the 
training companies are so well estab- 
lished that undoubtedly It will be only 
B comparatively short time when but 
a few picked French olflcers and non- 
commissioned officers will be retained 
t o assist in the training. 


Morale the Final Factor. 


Students of the war which has now 
entered its fourth year are convinced 
t h a t the morale of the troops and the 
morale of the nations of the entente 
will prove to be the final factor in de- 
ciding the titanic struggle. 


The morale of the American soldiers 
In F r a n c e can easily be estimated by 
the avidity with which they take up the 
training in offensive tactics as against 
defensive work. 
The latter is very es- 
sential, naturally, but it Is a phase of 
training likely to prove a bit irksome 
to troops imbued with the offensive 
spirit, as are the Americans. 
They 
are frankly sincerely anxious, most of 
them, for their turn in the trenches, 
even if at first It is only a temporary 
sojourn at the front for training pur- 
poses. 


The men are anxious for a glimpse 
of war and there is no doubt that a f t e r 
they get It, it will add infinite zest to 
their future training and to their abil- 
ity to train f u t u r e divisions. 
The men 
still are far enough from the line to 
hear and see little that has to do with 
real fighting. 
Some enthusiasts at the 
c a m p have asserted that they could 
h e a r the d r u m m i n g of the big guns at 
t h e front, but there is little doubt that 
imagination had something to do with 
t h e acuteness of their ears. 
A brief 
tour of duty in the trenches will ex- 
plain m u c h to them, however, and it 
will m a k e them appreciate to the full 
t h e great deal of training which they 
now do not wholly understand.

J. Pipal, botany division of the exten- 
sion department, spent three days in 
the county checking the results of a 
part of the one hundred men 
who 
promised to treat their oats for smut 
this year. 
It was found that the aver- 
age loss on the untreated fields in the 
county was 15 per cent. 
The loss in 
the treated fields was less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. 
Calculating upon 
this basis the average loss 
per acre 
on untreated fields this year would 
be approximately $3.90. This means a 
loss to DeKalb county 
this 
year of 
nearly 11,000,000. 
In Qpnie of

treated fields not a single head could 
be found, while in others the loss was 
as high as 35 
per 
cent, where no 
treatment had been given. In one case

"Washington. Aug. S.—Revised reg- 


ulations to govern physical examin- 
ation of men registered under the se- 
lective draft were issued today by Sur- 
geon General Gorgas of the army, and 
communicated to the governors of the 
states for Information of local boards. 


The changes deal for the most part 


with questions of proportionate weight 
and height but may result in the re- 
call of some men rejected heretofore 
on physical grounds. 


The new regulations grant a new 


weight allowance from five to six 
pounds for men between sixty-four 
and sixty-seven inches in height; sev- 
en to eight pounds between sixty-sev- 
en and sixty-nine inches; nine to ten 
pounds between seventy and seventy- 
four inches, and twelve pounds above 
seventy-five inches. The effect of the 
instructions is to reduce the nor- 
mal weight requirements for tall men.

•With executive signature, which will not 


long be wanting, the food control bill jus 
passed by congress will become law. In many 
respects it is one of the most drastic laws ever 
enacted by the congress of the United States 
and confers on the president sweeping powers 
that in time of peace would not b* thought of. 
It is a measure of war pure and simple and is 
designed to strengthen the nation for the great 
conflict in which it is now engaged and for 
years may be engaged. It is purposed to give 
assurance that this country shall have an

hat much in mind when you contemplate the 
•ontrol of food by the government of the Uni- 
ed States. 


Individual waste and extravagance are just 


as flagrant and reprehensible, just as foolish 
and unpatriotic as the extortions practiced by 
speculators and gamblers in food. The gov- 
ernment is trying to reach the extortioners 
that they may be prevented from outraging 
the people. The government will not hesitate 
to rigorously interdict extravagance and 
waste that the people may be prevented from 
outraging themselves. With a general practice 
of 
reasonable conservation and economy 


there will come no need that the government 
should take hold of all food supplies and dole 


DUG the daily portion of each inhabitant as is 
the case In Germany. Indeed, there will be 
no necessity that the government should in- 
tervene directly in the domestic economics of 
the American household at all during the war. 


What is expected is that the people of 


America will heartily co-operate with the gov. 
eminent to make the food control law of the 
urgest effect to insure abundance for UH and 
for the peoples that must in great part look 
to us for food.

-'one can say just how far the government may 
. be, compelled to go in applying arbitrary pow- 


eftto the food situation, but to whatever 
lejigth it may be found necessary to go to get 
the results sought there should be the author- 
ity to go.' That authority is in the enactment, 
There need be no fear that the president will 
endanger populaj; liberty or wrench our con- 
stitutional freedom.

On its passage in the senate the food bill 


I received 66 votes and against it there were 
cast 7 votes. Yet with a sentiment like this 
for the measure it was possible for the same 
"little group of wilful men," reinforced by 
one or two unimportant additions to make up 
for losses by withdrawal of some of the or- 
iginal band, to hold this legislation up for 
•weeks. „. There were some intervening issues, 
like prohibition, that contributed to delay, 
but the fact is patent that the retarding of 
the food control measure was due in part to a 
purpose to kill it if possible and in part to give 
the gambling interests as much time as pos- 
sible to work their will before the law could 
become effective against them. It is an im- 
pressive lesson and it ought to be well conned 
by the people of the United States. The coun- 
try has been deprived for six or eight weeks 
ot a measure of law that is deemed necessary 
to the nation's defense in war that is now en- 
gaging it.

To control food and to regulate prices with 


justice, are, however, but parts of the-law, In 
crease;,of production and conservation ar 
purposes embodied iii the act and out of thes 
.provisions will come beneficent results that 
will long outlive the war. Wo need to apply 
ourselves to practices of economy and con- 
servation just as we need to teach ourselves 
the ways of increasing our food supplies. Out 
of the necessities put upon us by the national 
crisis of war tve shall learn many things that 
we might else have been long in learning or 
never have leaYned.

First 
-Do not file claims for ex- 


emption until you have been certi- 
fied from the local board to the dis- 
trict board. 


Second. Applicants lor exemption 


are not to appear before the board 
until they have been asked to do 
so by the. board. 


Third. Individuals cannot be ex-

should be accompanied by affidavits 
in support of the claim. Those who 
have sent in claims without such affi- 
davits should immediately supply 
the board with the affidavits neces- 
sary.
